Brvract of a letter from a gentleman in Augusta, to his 
friend in Virginia. 

Dear Sir, 7 
On the night of the 34 of February last, 
grrived in this place in adeplorabie condition, 
Mrs. Mary Jordan, who, with her husband and 
six children, Were in Janvary last carried away 
captives by the Indians.

Finding 
their hyilish planshad no other effect than to 
reader the poor unhappy sufferers less enabled 
to travel, they came tothe resolution to butch 
er themen the spot. 

Six holes were dug in the earth of about five 





hedious vells of savages, who, before we could 

t ourselves in a situation to oppose them, suc- 
ceeded in forcing the doors of the house. They 
were forty or fifty, frightfully painted, and 
armed with tomahawks and scalping knives.— 
My husband met them at the door, and in tieir 
own tongue asked them what they wanted ?— 
“The scalps of your family,” was the answer. 
He intreated them to have compassion on we 
and his innocent children, but lis intreaties a 
railed nothing, we were dtagged naked our of 
the house, and tied severally with cords. By 
order of one who appeared to be their chief, a- 
bouttrwenty of the Indians took charge ef us, 
who were ordered to conduct us with all pos- 
sible dispatch to their settlement, (about 200 
miles distant,) whilst the remainder were iett 
topillage and fire the house. We commence:| 
our journey aboat midnight, travelling through 
an uncultivated wilderness at the rate of nearly 
sevenmies an hour. If either of us through fa 
gue slackened our pace we were most inhu- 
manly beat and threatened with immediate 
death. 

After a tedious travel of more than 40 miles, 


the savages halted in a swamp—here for the |) 


first time, from the time of our departure, we 
was permitted to lie down—the Indians kin- 
dled a fire on which they broiled some Bear’s 
fesh, of which they allowed us but a small por- 
tion, 


After they had refreshed themse]ves and ex- 
tinguished their fire, we were again compelled 
to pursue our journey—we travel ed until sun. 
set, when the Indians egain halted, and began 
to prepare a covering for themselves for the 
night. My poor children complained much of 
their feet being swolen, but I was not permit- 
ted te give them any relief, nor was their father 
allowed to discourse with them. As aight ap- 
preached, we shook each other by the hand 
expecting never again to behold the rising of 
the sun—contrary to our expectations, howey- 
er, we had a tolerable night’s rest, and on the 
succeeding day, though naked and halfstarved, 
travelled with much more case than on the pre: 
ceding one. The Indians occasionally allowed 
us alittle raw food, sufficient only to keep us

Having placed the poor unfortunate victiins 
inthe manner above described, they secured 
them ina standing position by replacing the 
earth, which buried them neariy totheir necks! 

The inhumaa wretches now began ticir hid- 
eous pow-wows, dancing to and fro around the 
victims of their turture, which they continued 
for about half an hour, when they communi- 
cated fire to the fatal piles ! Heaven oaly 
knows what my feelings were at this moment ! 
As the flames increased, the shrieks and dying 
groans of miy poor family were heightoned ! 
thank Heaven their sufferings were of stiort 
duration ; in less than a quarter of aa hour 
from the time the fire was first communicated, 
their cries ceased, they sunk into the arms of 
their kind deliverer.
